ANALYSIS / ADDITIONAL INFORMATION: These sidewalks will serve Maplewood and Summitt Elementary Schools and
Lamar Middle School, respectively. The project will also provide for a citywide safe bicycling and walking campaign.
The Public Works Department will provide a local match in the amount of $353,584 for a total project cost of
$707,167. For this local match, $173,060 is available from the 2010 bonds in the Public Works Department Capital
Budget. The remaining $180,524 is provided through amending the Public Works Child Safety Fund Operating Budget.

This operating budget amendment in the amount of 5180,524 is a portion of the required City match in funding for
accepting this grant. This amount will be used for a safe walking and biking program, including videos, which is unable
to be funded through the Capital Budget since this is not a capitalized asset. Therefore, the Child Safety Fund is
transferring funds to the Capital Budget.
